INVESTIGATION' OF HORROR. 


Aside from the work oi identifying the 


remains which were removed from 
the 


charred ruins, the grwito.it interest cen- 
ters this forenoon in the investigation in 
the cnuse of the disaster. Pre-ident Luc- 
ius Tiiltlc of the Boston and Muine rail- 
road stated that order* had been issued 
to institute a 
searching 
inquiry.' He 


said: 
"I cannot understand how such a 


frightful accident could have happened, 
unless the signals were in some way mis- 
understood." 


Fuses such as are used by briikemcn to 


signal approaching trains

found on the track over which the train 
that caused the wreck paved.

PLENTY OF DANGER SIGNALS. 
"While no complete and thorough in 


vcsti™ation has yet been possible, there 
is ample testimony from many source 
that every part of tiic inoelinnica'l nppli- 
ivncos for stopping the Montreal express 
train seems to hove been in perfect order 
nnd <.he train .-hould have cn-ily made a 
stop at nny time w i t h i n a distance 
1.200 or 1.300 feet at tlie out.side. 


"All the testimony as 
yet 
secured, 


shows with positive olcurnos-' that the 
Montreal e:;pres-s pas-od by at least' two 
and probably three spacing block signal 
"ii™hts, nnd three red liiv torches without 
paying the slightest atlentinn to them,

MET DEATH INSTANTLY. 


Those who were. \vitno.->c-; of the col- 


lision said the local train which consist- 
ed of four cars, three of I hem puj,sen- 
jjer coat-bus, had just pulled out of Bak- 
er 
Bridge depot, a small 
ling station 


about a mile nnd a half west of Lincoln 
station. 
.liift west of the Hag Million is 


a highway bridge over (lie railroad. The 
train had entered a deep cut after pass- 
ing under the bridge and the rear car 
had just cleared the structure when the 
heavy 
Montreal express, consisting of 


nine cars and two locomotive.-, crashed 
into tlie rear. The impact was terrific 
and probably a majority of those killed 
mot death almost instantly. The 
for- 


ward locomotive telescoped the rear cur 
»nd passed part of the way through tlie 
soiicli immediately ahead. 


FIKE ADDS TO HORUOl!. 


The leading engine of the express was 


practically destroyed in the collision and 
the work was completed when lire which 
Immediately broke nut among the wreck- 
ago, consumed .nil the woodwork of the 
two rear cars which remained on the 
roadbed nnd incinerated a number of tin, 
•victims. The fireman of the leading lo- 
comotive, Charles ]C. Knrnard, was burn- 
ed to death in his cab, but Engineer Cou 
Rprs managed to escape in somu strang' 
nutner. He was found under a tree 01 


he embankment nonr the scene. His in- 
juries were not regarded as serious. 


CKEMATED l.V ENGINE'S RUIXS. 
The second locomotive of the express 


was badlv damaged. The engineer and 
fireman of this engine escaped injury and 
no person in tiie touches of the Montreal 
train were touched. All the cars remain- 
ed oji tlie mils. Many passengers of this 
train assisted in the work of rescue. The 


Olarc of the burning wreck lighted the 
awful scene, and above the hiss of escap- 
ing steam and the crackling of the names 
arose the shrieks and groans of the vie- 
times and the excited cries of ihc res- 
cuers. Several passengers .in the rear 
ear of the Marlboro train were caught 
in the ruins in the locomotive and coach 
nnd 
the flumes prevented help 
from 


reaching them. 


SMOKE HID I;ED LIGHTS. 


When the accident occurred the local 


train was said to have been a few min- 
utes late and knowing that the express 
was close behind it, it is claimed that the 
ivar briikemnii. Donor Gauthicr, who 
was killed, set out red torches indicatin; 
ilanser. When the express train was at 
Lincoln station, about n mile and a half 
east of the scone of the wreck, the Mon- 
treal train was running at its usual 
rate of speed, estimated at all the way

that ;i signal calling for caution was^sot 
against the express at Lincoln station 
The theory of railroad men today is that 
smoke from the engine of the local train 
as it passed under the Baker highwaj 
bridge obscured the red lights in the 
rear? From the bridge all the way back 
to Lincoln station, the trad; is straight 
The night was dark and at tiuies during 
the evening the mist hung over 
tracks. Whatever the reason, the first 
ngineer of the Montreal train whose 
duty it was to scan the signals, failed to 
observe any warnings.

were killed and one wns terribly beaten. 
About twenty men were killed or wound- 
ed in the struggle, 


KING HAAKON TAKES THE OATH 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 27, 5 p. m.— 


Robert Woods Bliss, second secretary oi 
the American embassy, who has just re- 
turned here after the three months' va- 
cation in Paris, was the victim of an 
outrage by rowdies in one of the moat 
fashionable streets of the capital 
last night and only escaped being beaten 
to death through the timely arrival of 
the police. 


Charge d'AtTaires Eddy has reported 


the affair to the authorities at Washing- 
ton, but as.the incident was a plnin case 
of rowdyism lie probably will not make' 
official representations at the foreign of- 
fice here, unless instructed to do so.

Guard Boulevard opposite the barracks 
of the Chevalier Guard the secretary was 
suddenly 
set upon by 
two 
men who 


sprang out of the darkness of the trees. 
Mr. Bliss knocked down one of his as- 
sailants, but was seized by sympathizers 
o£ the rowdies who had been "attracted 
to the spot by the disturbance and lie 
wns getting the worst of it when three 
policemen and a house porter came to 
Mr. Bliss' rescue and seized his assail- 
ants. 


SIDED WITH THE HOODLUMS. 


The rapidly gathering crowd, however, 


which promptly sided against the police 
rushed at the officers nnd rescued the 
prisoners. The police managed to stand 
off the crowd nnd cover the retreat of 
Mr. Bliss who was badly cut about tlie 
face, but not seriously injured. Today 
a police captain visited the embassy and 
apologized for the attack on Secretary 
Bliss, but he warned tlie members of the 
embassy that the streets were very un- 
safe, especially the boulevard which is 
the rendezvous of rowdies nnd soldiers 
and sailors in civilian clothes. The'cap- 
tain advised the members of the embassy 
to go armed in future nnd not to vcn- 
,urc in the streets at night except in 
carriages. 


Chief of Police Fred Pfister, 
after 


spending toil days at Three Lakes, Wis., 
hunting deer, started out Saturday night 
on another hunt. It was after different 
game, however, namely, crap shooters.

Chief Pfister states that crap shooting 


and gambling of all kinds must stop, but 
he admits that it is difficult to obtain 
evidence, especially against crap shoot 
crs.

entered the room there wns nothing dam 
Eging in sight and the guilty escaped. 


Up to the present time officers of the

COMMAND NARROW STRAIT.

It got so after a time that, the stock 


could not be given away and there was 
a sore crowd. After that agents.of min- 
ing companies had a hard time disposing 
of stocks in the Belle City and gave the 
town a wide berth. 


Time ran on and anybody who was 


looking for Brotherton could get it for 
less than 2~> cents a share. Bib blocks 
were gathered in by strangers, but a 
few Racine mun hung on and had al- 
most forgotten the deal. Recently it was 
announced that the Brotherton had been 
bought by a syndicate, with other mines, 
the price paid'being $-2,000,000. One lead- 
ing merchant of Main street, who did 
not sell his stock, dug up the same and 
finds that his interest* are valuable. He 
has been offered $100 a share and re- 
fuses. The stock is worth close to §17,- 


000. 


Now those who let their stock go for 


almost 
nothing or virtually 
gave 
it 


away, are kicking themselves. It is un- 
derstood that former Register of Deeds 
Weft, who always held that the mine 
was valuable, held on to many shares of 
the stock.

Marks of a 'Grilse. 


Some of Recreation's sporting contem- 


poraries have published, letters of cor- 
respondents who "desire-to know tha 


fisherman the problem presents no;dif- 
flculty. Tho grilse .has a deeply cleft 
tail, while that of.the. salmon, even 
when tho fish is-small, Is more-nearly 
square.

ABOLISHING THE SOUVKStU PRO- 


GRAMME. 


Chicago Daily News: 
One of the res- 


olutions adopted by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in its session at Titts- 
bur'g-.last Tuesday wi]l be received by 
friends-qf union labor as a healthful and 
encouraging -sign. The resolution, which 
-was adopted, by unanimous vote, prohib- 
.ICsi'tho use of "souvenir programs" at 
^trades-.union entertainments and picnics, 
irjiis puLs the seal of official disapproval 
on an evil wliieh, as tlie 
federation's 


grievance committee declared, 'has hc- 
come-one of the shames of union labor/' 


Heretofore it has been a not uncommon 


practice among union organizations when 
getting up entertainments to resort to 
the "souvenir program" expedient as a 
means of extorting money from employ- 
ers and others who presumably were in- 
terested in keeping in tlie good graces 
of unionists. President Gompcrs liimself 
declares that his office ha? often been in 
receipt of checks for various amounts 
from employers who had been threatened 
with strikes unless they contributed to 
some souvenir program supposedly in- 
dorsed by the federation. That the prac- 
tice affords opportunities for a form of 
blackmail and for petty graft by di->hon- 
cst persons claiming to be working in ihe 
interests of trades unionism is obvious. 


. The decision to put an end to 
this 


abuse indicates that tlie better elements 
in the labor organizations arc asserting 
themselves and mean to prevent their 
organiaitions. from being 
identified in 


the nublic-mind with such practices. It 
is to be'iioped that trades-union ofiicials 
generally will see to it that the order is 
•irtirtlc to apply to the use oi souvenir 
programs not only in. sucli affairs as are 
named in the resolutions but in 
fake 


"'balk" and similar alleged

ments. The resolute stand taken by the 
federation in this matter will be accept- 
ed by the public as gratifying evidence of 
an advancement towards improved stand- 
ards of conduct and of a purpose on the I 
part of trades unionists to demand ad- 
herence to the principles of square deal- 
ing.

The assessment committee of the county 
board of supervisors after ten days' of 
work rendered its report to the board 
at the session on Friday afternoon and 
the report will be. of considerable interest 
to the taxpayers in all parts of the coun- 
try. 
Taking* the cue from - reports of 


other years.the committee -has made the 
usual boost in the assessment of the 
city in the amount of the increase be- 
ing nearly $50,000. 


Kenosha has company in the ,boost 


among the towns of the county, but 
when it is stated that the assessed val- 
uation of the property in the county for 
this year is less than it was a year ago 
it will bc seen that the large burden has 
been placed on the taxpayers in this city. 
'"This year the assessed value .of the 
property -owners in the city for taxable 
purposes is placed at $8,010,941, while a 
year ago tinder a'larger valuation, for 
tho county the assessment for the city, 
was but 37,9«2,79S. The entire valua- 
tion of the property of the county for 
this year is placed at $15,161,973. From 
.an examination of those figures i^will 
be seen that the committee has Disked 
that the people of the city pay consid- 
erable over one-half of the entire taxes 
to be assessed against the county.

Donor Ganthicr, who 
was killed, set out red torches indicating 
danger. When the express train wns at 
Lincoln .station, about a mile and a half 
east of the scene of the wreck, the Mon- 
treal train was naming at its usual 
rate of speed, estimated at all the way 
from 3f> to f>() miles an hour.

The night was dark and at times during 
the evening the mist hung over tho 
tracks. Whatever the reason, the first 
engineer of the Montreal train whose 
duty it was to scan the signals, failed to 
observe any warnings.

VLADIVOSTOK, Nov. 27.—The Rus- 


sian prisoners returning here from Jap- 
pan, are in such a state of mutiny be- 
cause it is impossible to immediately 
ship them back to Russia that it became 
necessary to form a camp where they 
are held under guard.

ing at the camp, on Cape Chouknin, 
where a thousand prisoners are confined.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 27, 5 p. m.— 


llobert Woods Bliss, second secretary of 
the American embassy, who has just re- 
turned here after the three months' va- 
cation in Paris, was the victim of an 
outrage by rowdies in one of the most 
fashionable streets of the capital late 
last night and only escaped being beaten 
to death through the timely arrival of 
the police. 


Charge d'Affaires Eddy has reported 


the affair to the authorities at Washing- 
ton, but as. the incident was a plain case 
of rowdyism he probably will not make 
official representations at the foreign of- 
fice here, unless instructed to do so.

bassy on foot from the yacht club where

dining. On

Guard Boulevard opposite the barracks 
of the Chevalier Guard the secretary was 
suddenly 
set upon by 
two 
men who 


sprang out of the darkness of the trees. 
Mr. Bliss knocked down one of his as- 
sailants, but was seized by sympathizers 
of. the rowdies who had been "attracted 
to the spot by the disturbance and he 
was getting the worst of it when three 
policemen and a house porter came to 
Mr. Bliss' rescue and seized his assail- 
ants. 


SIDED WITH THE HOODLUMS. 
The rapidly gathering crowd, however, 


which promptly sided against the police 
rushed at the officers and rescued the 
prisoners. The police managed to stand 
off the crowd and cover the retreat of 
Mr. Bliss who was badly cut about the 
face, but not seriously injured. Today 
a police captain visited the embassy and 
apologized for the attack on Sccrctar}7 


Bliss, but he warned the members of the 
embassy that the streets were very un- 
safe, especially the boulevard which is 
tlie rendezvous of rowdies and soldiers 
and sailors in civilian clothes. The cap- 
tain advised the members of the embassy 
to go armed in future and not to ven- 
ture in the streets at night except in 
carriages.

Two dice and 
thirty cents .stakes were also secured as 
evidence.

WAY TO CONSTANTINOPLE 


IS BARRED BY DEFENCES 


Fortifications wero Constructed Under 


European Authorities—Island 


of My tile ne Occupied 


.Today. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, via 
Sofia, Bul- 


garia, Nov. 27.—The instructions to the 
commanders of the international fleet 
were to land detachments and occupy 
Mytilene at 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon, 
unless contrary orders reachem them in 
the interem. Presumably therefore, Hie 
capital of the island is now in the hands 
of the allied forces. 
It was arranged 


in the interview between Tewiik .Pasha, 
the minister of foreign affairs and the 
British and Austrian 
ambassadors on 


Saturday that if by 8 o'clock Saturday 
night the ambassadors received a writ- 
ten notification from the foreign minis- 
ter promising acceptance of the demands 
of the powers, the ambassadors would 
telegraph to the fleet at Mytilene to sus- 
pend further operations until Monday. 
No communication, however, was receiv- 
ed so it is suggested that 
instructions 


staying the hands of the commanders of 
the international fleet have not yet been 
dispatched. 


WASHIXGTOX, Nov. 27.—The situa- 


tion between Turkey and the European 
powers having become so serious during 
the last few days, great interest is felt 
in military and naval circles in the ques- 
tion of the Turkish defenses of the Dar- 
danelles. It is well remembered that 
the English expedition in IS07 under Sir 
John Duckworth to the Dardanelles end- 
ed almost in a disaster for the attacking 
fleet. Since then conditions have changed 
greatly, but Turkey has spent a good 
deal of money on the defenses of this 
narrow strait and it is expected that she 
can put up a successful fight against a 
modern fleet. 


COMMAND NARROW STRAIT. 


Tho principal fortifications of the Dar- 


danelles which is n narrow strait of about 
thro*' miles in length arc found on the 
end nearest to the sea of Marmorl. At 
the entrance in the Aegean there are two 
old castles transformed into new forti- 
fications armed with Krupp guns of 15, 
25 and 35 centimeters. The straits 
at 


that point are about three miles broad, 
then growing larger and afterwards grow 
again much smaller and at that point 
the chief fortifications are built. 


Tlie Dardanelles at that point is di- 


vided into two straits by a small island. 
On the European side there arc nine for- 
tifications. The first one of these has 21 
Krupp guns of 21 to 35 centimeters. On 
the Asiatic side there arc 
three 
well 


armed fortifications. One of these has 12 
Krupp guns of 35 centimeters each. These 
fortifications are mnnned by two 
regi- 


ments. 


ATTACKERS AT DISADVANTAGE. 
Their position is strong and as they 


are situated on tlie high banks of the 
straits they are able to hold up a muoh 
larger naval force without great danger 
to themselves. The only way to make 
them harmless would be by 
attacking 


them from the high hills on the land side. 
To prevent this a continual line of for- 
tifications has been built closing tho pe- 
ninsula off from the European side. Ttiene 
fortifications have all been built under 
the supervinion of European military au- 
thorities and are well armed with the 
newest guns. 
An attacking 
licet 
will 


hove tlie rfisndvantage of having to pro- 
ceed one by one, nnd although it is very 
likely that the combined nations could 
take some of tho Turkish islands, 
the 


opinion of ninny naval officers here, is 
that they will not be likely to try to sail 
up to Constantinople.

STOCK WORTH BiG SUM 


Racine Merchant Retains flis 


Brotherton Holdings. 


Investment That Only Meant a Few 


Hundred is Now Valued at 


Nearly $17,000. 


Some years ago George West of the 


town of Eaymond, now of Milwaukee, 
held the position of register of deeds of 
Racine county. At the time he became 
interested in mining stocks and boomed 
the Brotherton, one of the cluster of, 
mines on the Goebic range. Citizens of 
all classes bought the stock and at the 
time it was estimated that $140,000 was 
invested. For a year or more the values 
held good, but there carae a decline and 
everybody hustled to get from under. 
Stock was unloaded and sold for a quar- 
ter of what was paid for it. 


It got so after a time that-the stock 


could not be given away and there was 
a sore crowd. After that agents of min- 
ing companies had a hard time disposing 
of stocks in the Belle City and gave the 
town a wide berth. 


Time ran on and anybody who was 


looking for Brotherton could get it for 
less than 25 cents a share. Bib blocks 
were gathered in by strangers, but a, 
few Racine nwn hung on and had al- 
most forgotten the deal. Recently it was 
announced that the Brotherton had been 
bought by a syndicate, with other mines, 
the price paid being .$2,000,000. One lead- 
ing merchant of Main street, who did 
not sell his stock, dug up the same and 
finds that his interests are valuable. He 
has been offered $100 a share and re- 
fuses. The stock is worth close to $17,- 
000. 


Now those who let their stock go for 


almost nothing or virtually 
gave it 


away, are kicking themselves. It is un- 
derstood that former Register of Deeds 
West, who always held that the mine 
was valuable, held oil to many shares of 
the stock.

Question of Sex Not Taken Into Con> 


sideratiou, Opinion Being Ren- 


dered on Purely Le^al 


Grounds. 


WASHINGTON, NOT. 27.—The su- 


preme court of the United States today 
affirmed the decision of the United States 
district court of Vermont in the case of 
Mrs. Mary Mabel Rogers who is under 
sentence of death in Vermont for the 
murder of her husband. The effect of 
the decision will be again to place the re- 
sponsibility of dealing with the case in 
the hands of the state authorities and if 
in the meantime neither the governor 
nor the state courts take action in Mrs. 
Rogers' behalf, her execution must oc- 
cur on the day set, which is December S 
next. 


The court held, in effect, that it was 


without jurisdiction iri all the points 
raised. 


In his opinion. Justice Day laid "*no 


stress upon the sex of Mrs. Rogers, but 
dealt with the ease upon purely legal 
grounds. Reciting 
the proceedings in 


the case he took up the various conten- 
tious made in the woman's behalf, hold- 
ing each in. turn to be ineffective. 


ALL CONTENTIONS DENIED. 


On the point that Mrs. Rogers hag 


been held in solitary confinement 
for 


more than, three months he said the ree- 
ord does not show that she is so held, 
though admittedly held in close confine- 
ment. This course was. he said, within 
the rights of the state and could not bt 
used as ground for interference by the 
federal court. He also said that tht 
state supreme court could not be re- 
quired to fix a time for execution; that 
whether the state supreme court should 
sit in Bennington county is a matter ot 
state practice only and ali-o that there 
is no merit in the contention that fixing 
a date for execution when granting a re- 
prieve is a violation of the federal stat- 
utes. 


The opinion in the case concluded with 


an order that the mandate issue at once". 
This will obviate the raising of the ques- 
tion of possible postponement of the day 
of execution.

AVauuun was tlie punishment meted out 
to Edward Ontko, a Hungarian, in the 
municipal court this morning, by Judge 
Smieding, after Ontko had pleaded guilty 
to breaking into a freight car of the Chi-

& Northwestern railway 
on 
the 


morning of November 18, at Lakeside. 


In court were Ontko's wife and child; 


both 
wept 
bitterly 
while Attorney 


Charles Kaempfer was making a plea for 
a light sentence and extolling the good 
character of the prisoner. 


Upon the prisoner being taken before 


Court Commissioner Weutworth he waiv- 
ed examination and was held to the mu- 
nicipal court and signified Ills desire to 
plead guilty. 


IXTEHPRETEKS NEEDED. 


District Attorney Gittins read the in- 


formation charging the defendant with 
having 
on the 18th day 
of 
November 


willfully, 
unlawfully, 
feloniously 
and 


burglariously, break and enter a car 
owned by the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway, and carrying away goods. 


'It was the hardest kind of work to 


make the prisoner understand anything 
and the man called as interpreter was 
nearly as incapable of understanding the 
English language us was the prisoner. 
Finally he said that he was guilty. 


CLAIMS LED INTO CRIME. 


The man came to Haeine from Whit- 


ing, Indiana, over a year ago. 
Attorney 


Kaempfer addressed the court for the 
prisoner. 
Tlie attorney said that Ontko 


was led into the crime by Joseph Withki. 
the man who escaped on the morning De- 
tective Jefl'rys captured the prisoner and 
shot at Withki. The attorney claimed 
that the prisoner was coaxed into the 
commission of the deed, that the other 
man coaxed three weeks before .Ontko 
was induced. Withki making him believe 
it wi\s not a serious erime to break into 
a freight ear. On the morning of the 
robbery it was stated that Withki went 
to the home of Ontko and awoke him. 
By another man he was ordered away, 
but lie succeeded in getting Ontko to go, 
seeming to have the man in his power, 
for he handed him a bar of iron and or- 
dered him to break the seals of the cars 
which he did. The attorney said that 
Ontko was a hard working man, that he 
paid his bills and took care of his wife 
and family. 
He dwelt upon how some 


men would no*: think of committing a 
burglary, but did not think it was ser- 
ious to rob a car. lie pleaded for the 
man on account of his wife and children 
and he considered the penalty of from 
1 to 20 years for the crime harsh and 
that the railways were not satisfied witii 
the former penalty 1 to a years. 


GUILTY OF BUT ONE LIE. 


District Attorney Gittins said that he 


had no way of denying what the attor- 
ney had sniil. 
He had only found the 


prisoner guilty of <m« untruth to him 
and that was denying that he broke into 
tlie car and afterwards admitting it. 


Judge iSmieding made a few brief re- 


marks and then sentenced ihe prisoner 
to Waiipun prison for a term of three 
years, beginning at noon today, lirst day 
to be in solitary confinement. 


The prisoner left the court room wilh 


•Policeman George and did 
not 
say a 


word to his wife anil child or any other 
person in the room, lie will be taken 
to the prison as soon as possible. 


Not ,f,he slightest clue has been obtain- 


ed to Withki, the man who escaped after 
being shot at by the detective. 
His wife 


and ftimily are still at Lakeside.

SHERIFF ASKS MORE PAY 


SeeUs Increase of $250 Above 


That Paid a Year. Ago. 


Says Work in Certain Department? 


Has Doubled—OiiJ-tliml Moro 


Prisoner.-; This Year. 


Sheriff A. E. Emmett wants Racine 


comity to pay him the sum of $5,000 for 
taking care of the prisoners in the county 
.nil during the coming year. 
Through 


the chairman of the committee to settle 
with the sheriff and county treasurer, he 
submitted his proposition to the county 
board 
at 
it? morning session. 
The 


amount asked for is $250 more than it 
was a year ago. 


Sheriff Emmett was called before the 


board and explained why 
he wanted 


more money. HP said that all reports 
show an increase in the work, number of 
prisoners larger and u big increase in 
the insane, nlso in the number taken to 
the state prison. The number of jail 
prisoners was one-third more. The sher- 
iff further said tliat he h,id kept track o! 
crime and insane all over the state and 
that it showed one-third increase, lie 
felt as though he ought to have a little 
something to begin the new year. In an- 
swer to questions of board members he 
said that the number of insane persons 
this year had doubled; that the prison- 
ers in the jail had increased in the same 
proportion, and he called attention to the 
large increase in the collection of Fines 
in the municipal court. There would be 
more prisoners to take to Waupun be- 
fore the year was out as a couple had 
signified their desire to plead guilty. 


On motion of Supervisor Kampcr the 


communication wan referred to the com- 
mittee t:o settle with the sheriff 
and 


county treasurer. 


What Sheriff Emmett proposes to do 


for the $5.000 is as follows: 


First—To board at his own expense the 


prisoners at the count}- jail, except those 
imprisoned under city warrants. 


.Second—To do nil washing for the pris- 


oners at the county jail except those im- 
prisoned under city charter warrants. 


Third—To convey all prisoners commit- 


ted to nny of the following state insti- 
tutions, viz: state prison at 
Waupun; 


home for the feeble-minded at Chippewa 
Falls; public school for dependent and 
neglected r-hildren at Sparta; the insane 
hospitals at Winncbago and Oatlifl'e; the 
industrial schools at Kaukeshn and Mil- 
waukee: ami (he s/:are reformatory at 
Green Bay, v\hieh shall also include all 
expenses for assistance and all other ex- 
penses connected therewith. 


Fourth—To perform all criminal work 


for the county within and without the 
*{ate of Wisconsin, except that in eases 
of travel on criminal warrants outside 
the state of Wisconsin he shall receive 
!ii.s actual cosh disbursements in securing 
the custody a,nd return of the prisoners 
lo Rncine county, for the sum of $5,000, 
over and above regular salary of $2,000.

Chicago'Daily News: One of the res- 


olutions adopted by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in its session at Pitts- 
burg last Tuesday will be received by 
frieiids of union labor as a healthful and 
encouraging sign. The resolution, which 
was adopted, by unanimous vote, prohib- 
its the use of "souvenir programs" 
at 


trades union entertainments and picnics. 
This puf.5 the seal of official disapproval 
on an eril which, as the 
federation's 


grievance committee declared, 'has be- 
conie-onc of the shames of union labor." 


Heretofore it has been a not uncommon 


practice among union organizations when 
getting up entertainments to resort to 
the ''souvenir program" expedient as a 
means of extorting money from employ- 
ers and others who presumably were in- 
terested in keeping- in the good graces 
of unionists. President Gompers liimself 
declares that his office has often been in 
receipt of checks for various amounts 
from employers who had been threatened 
with strikes unless they contributed to 
some souvenir program supposedly in- 
dorsed by tho federation. That the prac- 
tice affords opportunities for .1 form of 
blackmail and for petty graft by dishon- 
est persons claiming to be worki?ip in the 
interests of trades unionism is obvious. 


The decision to put an end to 
this 


abuse indicates that the better elements 
in the labor organizations are asserting 
themselves nnd mean to prevent their 
organizations, from being 
identified in 


the public mind with such practices. It 
is to be'lioped that trades-union officials 
generally will see to it that the order is 
ma'de to apply to the use of souvenir 
programs not only in such affairs as are 
named in the resolutions but in

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson Bars Agri- 


cultural Uealtb la Greater Tban 


Any Other Country. 
* 


WASHINGTON, D.. C'., Nov. 28.—Sec- 


retary of Agriculture James Wilson says 
in his annual report of the department 
that the year of 1905 has been the most 
successful iu the .history of farming iu 
this country. 


A year of unequaled prosperity, says 


the report, has been added to the most 
remarkable series of similar years that 
has come to the farmers of this country. 
Farm crops have never before been har- 
vested ,as 
such a big general leve] of 


production and value. Corn has reached 
its highest production over 2,700,000,000 
bushels, of a total estimated value of 
$1,216,000.000. Hay comes second with a 
value of $605,000,000. Cotton is expected 
to yield $575,000,000. The short wheat 
crop of last year is followed by one of 
084,000,000 bushels, and its value $525,- 
000,000, overtops the highest value ever 
before reached., 
While only one crop 


corn, reached its highest production this 
year, four crops—corn, hay, wheat and 
rye—reached their highest value. 


Not only has the wealth production of 


American farms reached 
the 
highest 


amount in this county's history, but it 
exceeds the results ever obtained by the 
farmers of any other country. 


The total value of farm products is es- 


timated at $8,415,000,000, an excess over 
last year of $256,000,000, exceeding by 4 
per cent last year's wealth of production. 


"Should there be no relapse from his 


present position as a wealth producer," 
says Secretary Wilson's report, "three 
years hence the farmer will find thnt 
the farming element, about 35 per cent 
of the population, has 
produced 
an 


amount of wealth within ten years equal 
to one-half of the national wealth pro- 
duced in three centuries." 


No crop except, corn produced the 


wealth that is credited to the daily cow, 
the estimate of dairy products for 1005 
being $605,000,000. The hen competes for 
precedence with 
wheat, poultry pro- 


ducts aggregating $500,000.000 in value. 
Milch cows are increasing iu number and 
are worth $482,000,000; the 
value of 


horses and mules on farms exceeded last 
vi-inter $1,452,000,000. Sheep are declin- 
ing in number and in total value, while 
swine maintain their previous position 
and are valued at over $283,000,000. In 
the aggregate the value of farm animals 
has increased over that given in the cen- 
sus of 1900 by 0 per cent. 


The exportation of forest products 


uuounted to .$63,000,000. 


Computations based upon census in- 


formation, says the report, show that 
farm products constitute 65.4 per cent 
of the total products of the country and 
86.8 per cent of the total materials of 
industries utilizing agricultural products 
as materials. 


One of the most notable outgrowths of 


savings by farmers is the great multi- 
plication of small national banks. 
As 


many as 1,754 banks, each with a capital 
of less than $50,000, were organized from 
March, 1800, to October. 1005. 


During the past live years the value 


of medium farms in this country h"is in- 
creased 30.5 per cent as compared with 
an increase of 25 per cent for the ten 
years preceding. 


The increases, Mured in dollars of gain 


per acre were in the northern central 
division, $11.25; in the western division, 
$5.36; in the north Atlantic group, $5.2G; 
in the south central division, $4.46. The 
average in the United States was $7.31.

Says tile Kenosha News of Saturday: 


The assessment committee of the county 
board of supervisors after ten days' o: 
work rendered its report to the boarc 
at the session OH Friday afternoon anc 
the report will be of considerable interes! 
to the taxpayers in all parts of the coun- 
try. 
Taking the cue from reports o! 


other years.the committee has made the 
usual boost in the assessment of the 
city in the amount of the increase be- 
ing nearly $50,000. 


Kenosha has company in the fboost 


among the towns of the county, but 
when it is stated that the assessed val- 
uation of the property in the county fbr 
this year is less than it was a year ago 
it will be seen that the large burden has 
been placed on the taxpayers in this city. 


This year the assessed value.of the 


property 'owners in the city for taxable 
purposes is placed at $8,010,941, while a 
year ago under a larger valuation for 
the county the assessment for the city 
was but $7,082,793. 
Tile entire valua 


tion of the property of the county for 
this year is placed at $15,161,973. From 
.an examination of these figures it,, will 
be seen that the committee has disked 
that the people of the city pay consid- 
erable over one-half of the entire taxes 
to be assessed against the county. The 
increase of the valuation of the property 
in the city is not even in keeping with 
the comparison of figures given by the 
assessors in the country towns and in 
the city. 


The report shows that the town of 


Brighton has been reduced over $50,000. 
The town of Bristol has a reduction of 
$55,000., Paris has a reduction of almost 
$67,000, Pleasant Prairie is let out with 
a small 
reduction of $20,000, while 


Wheatland is let down al>o?t $15,000. In 
Salem there is cause for complaint as 
the reduction is only a little over $03,- 
000.
